However, let the End of the World be li- 

mired to any ' certain Time, that limited Time 
may be ſhorten'd ; for the Diſciples of our Sa- 
viour asking him, What bal le the Sign of thy 
coming, and of the End of the World 2 Jeſus ſaid 
unto them, Te ſhall hear of Wars and rumours of 
Wars: Nation ſhall riſe againft Nation, and King- 
dom againſt Kingdom, and there ſhall be Famines, 
and Peſtilentes, and Earthquakes in divers Places. 
Many falſe Prophets ſhall riſe, and Hall deceive 
many. And thu Goſpel 7 the Kingdom ſhall be 
preached in all the World, for a Witneſs unto all 
Nations, and then ſhall the Exd come.

the Sun ſhall be darkned in his going forth, and 
the Moon ſhall not cauſe ber Light to ſhine, Iſa. 
xiii. 10. I will cover the Heaven, and make the 
Stars thereof dark : I will cover the Sun with 'a 
Cloud, and the Moon ſhall not give her Ligbt. 
All the bright Lights of Heaven will I make 
dart, and ſet darkneſs upon thy Land, Ezek. xxxii. 
7, 8. I will fhew Wonders in the Heavens, and

had ſome knowledge of this Doctrine of the 
World's Diſſolution by Fire, for Lucan in his 
Pharſalia ſings of it; and Ovid hints on this 


general Conflagration in theſe Words.

As the Sun is a' fiery Body, which animates 
all Things with his great Heat, when he ſuffers 
the ſtrong and final Convulſions of. Nature, 
whereby he's forc'd from his natural Orb, it 
may reaſonably be ſupposd that then will be 
the Deſtruction of this Terreſtrial Fabrick ; and 
thus much that Poetical Eiction ſeems to inti- 
mate, which deſcribes Phaeton 's * ar 
o or 


* 
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World on Fire, by overturning the Chariot of 
Phzbus. Now this Conflagration may come 
ro paſs when an Eclipſe of the Sun happens, as 
well as at any Other Time; yer I muſt acknow- 
ledge that Eclipſes, whether Solar or Lunar, 
proceed but from natural Cauſes, excepting 
that univerſal one happening at the Death of 
Chriſt, which was ſupernatural, becauſe it was 
then at the Full of the Moon ; and therefore 
(as Blundevile obſerves in his Exerciſes, 
308) Dionyſius, a Senator of Athens, who at- 
terwards converted the French to the Chriſtian 
Faith, beholding that Eclipſe, cry'd out, Either 
God this Day ſuffers, or elſe the World muſt needs 
periſh for ever: for from the ſixth Hour there 
was darkneſs al! over the Land unto the ninth 
Hour, Matt. xxvii. 45. Beſides (as Baildon re- 
lates in his Wonders of the World, pag. 92.) 
during this Eclipſe there was ſuch a great Earth- 
quake, that it threw down and ruin d Twelve 
Towns in 4½, beſides an infinite of other 
Buildings. 

The Antients were very ignorant concerning 
the Caùſe of Eclipſes, for the Thefſalians ima- 
gind that the Moon left her Orb, and came 
down here to walk amongſt Mortals, when ſhe 
diſappeard to their Eye-ſight by an Eclipſe ; 
and in theſe latter Ages the People in America 
are not much wiſer concerning the Cauſe of 
theſe Celeſtial Defects, for in Biſnagar,a Coun- 
try of Iadia, an Eclipſe of the Sun happening 
on the roch of Faly in the Year 1600, the Bra- 

| menes, 
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menes, or Indian Prieſts, ſaid it was by means 
of the Dragons, which they make a Celeſtial 
Sign, his biting the Sun and Moon; whereup- 
on the King and others did neither cat nor 
drink that Day, but deplor'd their Miſery, as 
ſuppoſing the Dragon had devour'd the Sun. In 
the Philippina Iſles in Aſia if an Eclipſe of the 
Sun or Moon happen, the Inhabitants howl and 
make piteous Lamentation, perſuading them- 
ſelves, that their King, or ſome great Man a- 
mongſt them, will die: Experience whereof 
was on the 6th of Auguſt, in the Year 1599, 
when the Moon being Eclipſed about 8 of the 
Clock at Night, they every one then by crying 
out in ſtrange Geſtures, praying and beating 
their Baſons and Drums, expreſſed a lamenta- 
ble Paſſion of Grief, for the Fear aforeſaid ; 
but the Eclipſe being paſt, and ſecing that nei- 
ther the King nor any other was dead, a ſo- 
lemn Feſtival was kept the next Day by old 
and young of all Sorts. They eſteem'd it (Par- 
chas relates in his Pilgrimage, /1b. 5. cap. 16.) 
as a Miracle, when the Hollanders told them 
that there were Men in their Country which 
could prognoſticate of Eclipſes long before they 
came to paſs; and Columbus uſed the Simplici- 
ty of the Jamaicans to his Preſervation, for 
when they forſook him he threaten'd them with 
God's Anger, whereof they ſhould ſee an evi- 
dent Token in the darkening of the Moon with- 
in two Days, which according to the natural 
Revolution of the Heavens (known well e- 

nough

nough to him) coming to paſs, thoſe Iſlanders 
with Dread and Fear ſhew'd all Readineſs to 
ſerve him. 

An Eclipſe of the Sun (as well as that of 
the Moon) proceeds only from natural Cauſes ; 
and is nothing elſe but the direct Interpoſition 

of the Body of the Moon between our Sight 
and the Sun; for the Moon being a denſe, 
ſolid, and opacuous Body, and not tranſparent, 
coming betwixt the Sun and the Earth, which 
is always in a ConjunQion, doth thereby hide 
more or leſs of the Sun's bright ſhining Body 
from our Sight; but yet the Sun is not Eclip- 
ſed in every Conjunction, but when it falls in, 
or near to the Head or Tail of the Dragon. 
And it may ſometime fall out, that the Sun may 
ſuffer two total and central Eclipſes, in the 
ſpace of 6 Months, one of which happening 
2 Wing and Leybourn ſnew in their Urania 
Pradtica, pag. 44) before the Sun's Apogæon, 
and the other after, in which caſe there ma 
happen no Full Moon eclipſed that Year. Now 
it cannot be univerſal, as the Moon's Eclipſe 
is, but may appear in one Climate a great E- 
clipſe, in another it may be leſſer, and in other- 
ſome no Eclipſe at all, and that at the ſelf ſame 
inſtant, becauſe the Eclipſe of the Sun depends 
principally on the Parallax of the Moon, which 
is different in every Climate; and ſeeing that 
the Sun far exceeds the Earth in bigneſs, and f 
| the Earth far exceeds the Moon, thereforc the | 
Cone of the Earth's Shadow, cannot take a- 
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all parts of the Earth, but one part only ſh: 
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way, or hide the whole Body of the Sun from 


obſer ve the ſame to be total, or of like Quan 
tity. . Hence it may appear that the Sun 
loſes no Light, bur only we are deprived 
of the fame, by the Interpoſition of the 
Moon's terrencal Body, as above hinted, 


and therefore Aſtronomers define that it is, 7: 


terceptio luminis ſolaris profecta, ex inter po, 


Luxe inter Solem atque aſpectum noſtrum. A. 
thus an Eclipſe (Mr. Srreet tells us in his Aſtrono. 
mia Carolina, pag. 118) was obſerved at Rome 


on the gth of April, in the Year 1567, wherein 
the whole Body of the Moon interpoſed be- 
tween the Sun and the Beholders Sight. 

As concerning the Effects portended by E. 
clipſes, it is manifeſt, and even experience in] 
all Ages hath infallibly taught us, That they 
have their Influences and Operations, and have] 


always been attended vvith ſome notable E. 


vents and Sequels, which have been plentifully 
fulfilled in this Kingdom, as vvell as others 
conterminate. Do but peruſe Juuctin, Origanas, 
Bonatus, or other Aſtrologers, and you ſhall find 
that Eclipſes have great Influences. Alſtedius 


in his Chronology tells us, cap: 47, pag. 321, 


that Auno mundi 3230. an Eclipſe of the Sun 
happen'd, after which the Kingdom of 1ſrae!F 


began to decline. Anno Mundi 3469, an Eclipſe 


happen'd, juſt before Xerxes was beaten ar 
Thermopyle and Salamine. Anno Mundi 3470. 
an Eclipſe of the Sun happen'd, vyhen Xerxesþ 

was

yyas beaten again. Anno Mundi 3519, ſo great 


an Eclipſe of the Sun happen d, juſt before the 
Peloponneſian War broke out vyith the Atheni- 


nians, that the Stars vvere plainly ſeen at 


Noon-Day. Anno Mundi 3526, an Eclipſe of 


the Sun happen'd in the 8th Year of the Pela- 
ponnefian War. Anno Mundi 3546, an Ecliple 


of the Sun happen'd juſt before Athens vvas 


V \\ 


taken by Lyſander. Again, (as Ptolomy vvrites 
in his Geography, lib. 1. cap. 4.) an Eclipſe. of 


the Moon happen'd at the 5th Hour of the 
Night, in Arbela, a Tovvn of MHria, vvhere 


Alexander the Great then overcame Darius the 
laſt King of the Perſians. Next Bucholcer, in 


his Chronological Index, ſhevvs us, That there 


happen d Eclipſes of the Sun a little before the 
Emperor Auguſtus Died: On the Birth Day of 
Claudius; vyhen the five firſt Years of Nero's 
Reign ended; on the Day of Nerva's Death; 
a little before the Death of Paul, the firſt Her- 
mite, who died in above the Hundredth Year 
of his Age; and juſt before 7obn Fuſs, a Bo- 
hemian was burnt by an Order of the Council 
of Conſtance, for diſowning the Errors of the 
Church of Rome. Morever, Eclipſes of the 
Moon have Fatal Effects; for in the firſt Year 
afrer our Saviour's Nativity, according to rhe 
computation of Foſephus, the Moon being e- 
clipſed, Herod's Sickneſs grew more vehement, 
whereby we may perceive that God puniſhed 
thoſe Sins which he had committed. For he 
was enflamed with a ſlow Fire, which to the

outward Senſe ſemed nor ſo vehement, but in- 
wardly ſearched and afflicted all his Entrails: 
He had alſo a ravenous and unnatural Appe- 
tite to his Meat, which could no way be ſatis- 
fied. Beſides that, he had an Ulcer in his 
Bowels, with a ſtrange and furious Collick, His 
Feet were ſwelled, and of a venemous Colour ; 


and his Head was no leſs affected alſo. His 


Members rotted, and were full of crauling 
Worms, with a filthy, and no leſs Priapiſm, 
accompanied with an intolerable Stench : Be- 


ſides all this, he had a ſtrong Convulſion of 


his Nerves, and ſhortneſs of Breath. For 
which Cauſe it was a general Opinion amongſt 
Holy Men, and ſuck as had knowledge of 
Prophecy, that the King was thus puniſhed for 
his infinite Impieties and Sins committed againſt 
the Majeſty of God, for he concluded his Ca- 
taſtrophe with a miſerable Death. Proclus (an 
excellent Mathematician of his Time) obſerves, 
that an Eclipſe of either Luminary happening in 
Scorpio, Virgo, or Capricorn, prenotes Scarcity of 
Grain and Fruit, eſpecially of choſe Things ſown 
and planted ; if it falls in Gemini, Libra, or Aqu. 
it portends Famine, and peſtilent Diſeaſes : If in 
Cancer, Scorpio, or Piſces, Death of rhe igno- 
ble and common People, long Troubles, Wars, 
great Death of Fiſhes, Water-Fowles, and 
other Creatures living in the Sea - And if it 
be in Arzes, Leo, or Sagittary, it hath great 
Signification of great Drought, Sedition, Con- 
troverſies, and other great Calamities. N 
ut

But now to come home to Great. Britain, 
we ſhall take Notice of the notable Effects of 
Eclipſes in this Kingdom. At 44 Min. paſt 4 
in the Morning, on the 20th of November, in 
the Year 1648, an Eclipſe of the Moon viſible 
happen'd under the Meridian of London, on 
the zoth of January following, King Charles 
the Firſt was moſt inhumanly murder d by a 
wicked republican Party before his own Palace. 
On the 5th of May, in the Year 1650, at 50 
Min. paſt 6 in the Afternoon, and on the 28th 
of October, in the ſame Year, at 41 Min. paſt 
5 in the Morning, 2 viſible Eclipſes of the 
Moon happen d, after which the Engliſb enter'd 
Scotland on the 22d of September, and had the 
Caſtle of Edinburgh ſurrender'd to them on 
the 2oth of December following. On the 24 
of Auguſt, in the Year 1653, at 9 inthe Morn- 
ing, happen d a great Eclipſe of the Sun, and 
at 55 Minutes paſt 9 at Night, on the 17th 
Day of the ſame Month; and in the ſame 
Year happend an Eclipſe of the Moon, ar 
which time that Peſtilent Set of the Quakers 
began to increaſe here. At 7 of the Clock in 
the Afternoon, on the 15th Day of June, in 
1657, happen'd a toral Eclipſe of the Moon, 
and another Eclipſe of the ſame Luminary ar 
31 Minutes paſt 5 in the Evening, on the roth 
of December in the ſame Year, when on the 3d 
of September following, that Arch Traytor and 
Rebel Oliver Cromwell departed his moſt infa- 
mous Life. In 1665, on the 21ſt of Junuurv,

at 47 Minutes paſt 4 in the Morning, happen'd 


a viſible Eclipſe of the Moon, and in Apri/ 


following began that dreadful Plague, whereof 


died 68748 Men, Women, and Children. And 
on the 22d of June, at 14 Minutes paſt 6 in 
the Morning, in the Year 1666, appear'd a vi- 
ſible Eclipſe of the Sun, and on the 2d of 
September following broke out that moſt dread- 
ful Fire, which laid our Metropolis almoſt in 
Aſhes, for it's Flames conſum'd 13200 Houſes, 
beſides Churches, Publick Halls, and other fine 
Fdifices. 

Future Events are often foreknown by na- 
tural Signs and Cauſes; now theſe Cauſes are 
chiefly the Sun, Moon, and other Planets, 
together with the Conſtellacions of Heaven, 


as the great Creator of all Things is pleaſed to 


teſtiſie in theſe Words And God ſaid, Let 


there be Lights in the Firmament of the Heaven, 
to divide the Day from the Night, and let them 
be for Signs aud for Seaſons , and for Days | 


aud Tears, Gen. 1. 14 Here you may 
ſee they are ordain'd for Signs, that is to ſay, 


Tokens fore-ſhewing ſome Accident in time to 


be produc'd ; and therefore they are the Caules 
of ſuch Accidents. See another Text in ca- 
nonical Writ, to prove the Aſſertion. Canſt 
thou bind the ſweet Influences of Pleiades? Or 


looſe the Bands of Orion? Canft thou bring forth 
Mazzaroth in his Seaſon, or canſt thou guide

Which he has deduced, his Figure of it, the be- 
ginning thereof will be at 8 min. after 8 in the 
Morning; 6 dig. of the Sus will be darkned at 
39 min. and an half paſt 8, the middle or great- 
eſt Defect will be at 13 min. and an half paſt 9, 
when 11 dig. 3 qrs. will be Eclipſed; again, 6 
dig. of rhe Sun will be Eclipſed at 49 min. and 
an half paſt 9, and the end of the Eclipſe will be 
at 24 min, paſt 10; ſo that the whole duration 
will be 2 h. 16 min. Mr. Mhiſton ſays that the 
middle of this Eclipſe, in common or apparent 
Time, will be 50 min. 56 ſec. after 9 in the Morn- 
ing, and the Digits Eclipſed at London will be 
hardly more than 11,4, Ichs; farthermore in his 
Calculation of it, he defires the Inquiſitive nice- 
ly to obſerve whether in ſuch Places where the 
Eclipſe is plainly total, there be not ſtreaks of ; 
Red Light juſt before and after that total Dark - 
neſs, and how long it is viſiblg ;. for if there 
be, it will imply that it is an Atmoſphere about 
the Moon that is the occaſion of it. Mr. Halley 
in his Deſcription of it ſays, The like Eclipſe 
having not for many Ages been ſeen in the 
Southern Parts of Great-Britain, I thought it not 
improper to give the Publick an Aceount there- 
of, that the ſudden Darkneſs which will be 
viſible about the Sun may give no Surprize to 
the People; who would, if not Advertiz d, be 
apt to look upon it as ominous, and to inter- 
pret it as portending evil to our Sovereign Lord 
King George and his Government, which God 
preſerve.

Leeds and Torf; and on the other by: Chicheſter, 
Graveſend and FHlar wic. 
At Lend we compute the middle to. fall at 
r3 Minutes Paſt 9 in the Morning, When tis 
dubious Whether twill be a total Ec{ipſe-or no, 
London being fo near the: Southern limit. The 
firſt beginning will be there at 7 Minutes paſt. 
8, and — at 24. Minutes paſt 30. The 
oval Figure fhews the Space, the Shadow will. 
take up ar the Time of rhe middle at. London, 
and its Ceiftfe will paſs on to the Eaſtward with 
a Velocity of nearly 30 Geographicah Miles in 
a Minute of Time.

ro obſerve it, and eſpecially the duration of to- 
tal Darknefs, with all the Care they can; for

Thus much as is contain d in the above Paz 
ragraph have Mr. Flamfieed, Mr. Whifon, and 
Mr. Haley ſaid in their ſeveral Schemes of this 
Eclipſe, which will not be only viſible in Eng. 
land, but be. a. very great one at Stactholm, tha 
Capital City of Sueden, and at Rome; neither 
will it be inviſible in France, for the Aſtrona« 
mers in Pari ſay it will be viſible in their Ho- 
rizon on the zd of May, N. S. and that it will 
begin there at 15 Minutes, 37 Seconds, after 
8 in the Morning; that the middle of it will 
be at 31 Minutes, 9 Seconds, after Nine; tha 
duration of it 2 Hours, 15 Minutes, 52 Se- 
conds. The Space of the Eclipſe will be xe 
Digits, 6 Minutes towards the North ; they 
call. a Digit the Twelfth Part of the apparent 
Diameter of the San and Moon, and divide the 
Digit into 60 equal Parts, which they call Mi-

Jreland; Lorrain,” Campania, Hebvetia, Rhetia, 
Franconia, Farthia, 'Perfia, Sicily and Cyprus., 
Then touching an Eclipſe of the Sun, Meſſa- 
balah delivers this à gteat Maxim, Scito quod 
in eclipſi ſoli non pete fferi, quin frgnificetur 
aliquod magnum accidens, frenddhh quantitatem 
ipfius eclipfty; - And he farther ſays, that to 
know what the Eclipſe of the Sun portends, we 
müſt get tlie Aſcendent of the middle of the E- 
clipſc, and the Planets Predominant in the Fi- 
gure, "which if they {hall be of a malevolent. 
Nature, they portend' Harm Damage, and the 
Death of Great Men; but if they be of a, 
Benevolent Nature, they ſigniſie Fortune, and 
a good State and Agreement of Things. A= 
gain he ſays, That when the Eclipſe of the 
Sun ſhall be in either of the Fiery Signs, Aries, 
Leo or Sagitarius, it menaes the Death f 
Kings and Potentates; alſo Dryneſs, Barren- 
neſs of the Earth, and Famine. But if in the 
watry Sins, Cancer, Scorpio, or Piſces, it Pre- 
ſages abundance of Ruin, and much Hurt thete · 
by; yet know, that the good Stars; 1 
Na: tney 
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they ſhall be in Aſpect thereof, they diminiſh 


the Evil. Underſtand alſo, That when the 
Sun or Moon ſhall be Hylech or Alchocoden 


of one's Nativity, and ſhall be eclipſed, they 


ſigniſie to him (whoſe Hylech or Alchocoden 
they are) great Peril of his Life, or dange. 
rous Infirmities, except the Fortunes ſhall be- 
hold them. But to conclude, As this Eclipſe, 


which will happen on Friday the 22d of April 


next, falls in the 11th Houſe, which Aſtrolo- 
gers reckon the Houſe of Friendſhip, in the 
Dignities of Venus, when in the Point of her 
Exaltation; and if to theſe Conſiderations be 
joined the corporal Preſence of Jupiter, in Re- 
ception with his Diſpoſitor, and in Time of 
Saturn, I cannot find any Effects of a malig- 
nant Nature, but rather all Happineſs and Pro- 
ſperity, to attend this Kingdom of Greaz-Bri- 
tain.
